nerous Truſt among them, than among all the Nations of the World 
beſides; ſo that if a man were to go out of Exelazd, to any other 
part of the World, he might very well uſe the words of Demoſthenes, 
upon his going out of Athezrs, at his baniſhment ; Farewell beloved Ci- 
ty, 1 am going into a World, where T ſhall not find ſuch Friends as Thave 
had Enemies here; Friends in other places, will be no better than our 
Enemies here; the Catriage of Engliſh-men is fo much beyond all 
others, except the Getmans, who, I muſt confeſs, are Famed for their 
Honeſty and Integrity one to another ; but if you take the Frexch, 
the ltalian, the Spaniard, orany fort of the Levantine People, they 
jive like fo many Wolves, eſpecially in thoſe places where the' Po- 
piſh Religion is profeſſed. - Now after this Inſinuation, there is ant- 
other part of the Book recited in theIndiAtment, There was an hor- 
71d barbarous Murther that was committed here, and which ceftain-
